Document D1 , which is considered to represent the most relevant state.of the art. 
discloses triazoles of formula (I) which are substituted in 3-position by a benzene or 
thiophene ring and which are useful as vasopressing antagonists. 

The present application relates to novel triazoles which are substituted in 3-position by a 
heterocyclyl-piperidin-4-yl moiety and which have the same use. 

It was not obvious for the skilled person, faced with the problem to provide alternative 
vasopressin antagonists, to come to the compounds according to the present application. 
Therefore these compounds and their use are regarded as inventive. 

For the assessment of the present claims 9-1 2 on the question whether they are 
industrially applicable, no unified criteria exist in the PCT Contracting States. The 
patentability can also be dependent upon the formulation of the claims.
